AMMONIA IN BAKING POWDER, 


Discussion Before the American Chemical 
Society. 

To the Editor of The Tribune—Sir: I have 
just seen the report in your issue of September 
3d, of the discussion at the Washington meet- 
ing of the American Chemica! Society, August 
18th, relative to the use of carbonate of ammo- 
nia in baking powders. 

This report is incomplete and incorrect in 
many particulars, and as the paper which pre- 
cipitated the discussion was read by me and 
was based upon my own experiments, I desire 
to make certain {corrections in the interest of 
the truth and for the benefit of the large num- 
ber of your readers to whom the question is one 


of great moment. 

The paper as read before the society related 
that ammonia in baking powder is retained in 
the bread by reason of its affinity to the gluten. 
The consensus of opinion as expressed during 
the discussion was against the use of carbonate 
of ammonia in baking powder with the only 
exception of Dr. McMurtrie, who is now an 
employe of a baking powder company which 
uses carbonate of ammoniainits baking pow- 


der. 

Of the other parties mentioned as having 
taken part in the discussion were Professor Dr. 
Barker, of the University of Pennsylvania, 
who is the president of the society and one of 
our highest authorities. In answer to a plead- 
ing by Professor MeMurtrie that only small 
quantities of ammonia were used in baking

DEVELOPMENTS IN THE AWFUL TRAGEDY

Show It to Have Been Worse than at First 
Supposed—The Suspected Crim- 
inal Caught. 


LaGRAN Ox, Ga., September 24.—[ Special.] 
The LaGrange Reporter will tomorrow give a 
more complete account of the atrocious murder 
committed near Mountville, in Troup county, 

an account of which appeared in TRR Con- 
STITUTION of today. 

Mr. Jack Prather left home about 7:30 
o' clock, with a load of cotton, bound for La- 
Grange. When he left, his wife was sitting 
in the dining room, preparing to churn. To 
the rear was a door that opened on a porch. 

About an hour after Mr. Prather had gone, a 
little nephew of Mrs. Prather stopped by to 
tell her that Mrs. Hearn, anotber aunt, who 
was in a buggy at the gate, would return and 
spend the day with her. Entering the dining 
room, he found Mrs. Prather lying on the 
floor, face downward. Calling her several 
times and receiving no response, he informed 
Mrs. Hearn. She went into the house imme- 
diately and, feeling of Mrs. Prather’s hands, 
found them cold, and knew at once that her 
sister was dead. 

Too Late for Help. 

Summoning two negro women they turned 
the body over and aroused the neighborhood. 
On Mrs. Prather's chin, or rather between the 
chin and the lower lip, was a gash about two 
inches deep, madé by some sharp instrument. 
Her throat and chest were black, seemingly 
bruised. Neighbors came in and laid the body 
on the bed. Dr. P. W. Fitts hastened to the 
scene as soon as he heard of the deed, but the 
victim was beyond medical aid, being dead 
when found. 

Mr. J. J. Thrash came to LaGrange as 


Uncle Jack. Of course he repaired to his 
home immediately, and soon afterward Sheriff 
Henderson, Coroner Caudle, Mr. E. T. Winn, 
Judge R. M. Young, Mr. Tom Haines and 
others followed. Thecoroner promptly em- 
paneled a jury and began an investigation. 

They found that when Mr. Prather left 
home his wife was getting ready to churn in 
the dining room, with her back to the door, 
as has been said above. It is supposed that it 
was only a very short while afterward that 
she was attacked. They also found that the 
bureau had been rifled and several pieces of 
linen taken jtherefrom. <A pocketbook, with 
about ten dollars init, was taken from a 
closet in an adjoining room. 

Theories Advanced. 

Some have advanced the idea that death 
may have been produced by natural causes— 
by apoplexy or heart disease, and that the 
gash in the chin might have been done 
But there was nothing 
that she could have struck when falling 
except the churn, and she was lying several 
feet from that. Besides, the chair in which 
she was seated near the churn, when Mr. 
Prather left, had been placed against the wall 
across the room. It is hardly probable that 
she could have moved the chair before falling, 
and still less probable that she could have 
fallen on the churn and afterwards been found 
some distance from it. 

Examination of the yard showed foot prints 
allaround the house to the door through 
which itis supposed the murderer entered. 
Suspicion fell on a negro named Allen Bray, 
who lived in the neighborhood, and he was ar- 
rested by the sheriff. He admitted that the 
foot prints were his, but said that he made 
them Tuesday morning when he was over 
there. Mr. Prather testified that he didn’t go 
that way at all on Tuesday morning, but that 
he met him some hundred or more yards away 
at some negro cabins. Though there is no 
positive evidence, the negro poorly explained 
his whereabouts during the day and made 
some very contradictory statements before the 
jury. All the evidence is circumstantial, but 
every effort will be made to place the guilt 
where it belongs. Two negro women, whose 
names we have not learned, were arrested as 


accessories. 
Causes of Suspicion. 


A yearor soago, Mr. Prather had trouble 
with the negro Bray, about some hogs that he 
stole, and it is supposed that he has been treas- 
uring this and waiting for an opportunity 
of revenge. Some days ago he had 
words with Mrs. Prather about some apples. 
He is a negro of bad character, has a mean 
face and looks as if he was capable of doing 
such a deed. He was brought to LaGrange 
Thursday morning and lodged in jail. 

Mr. Prather is prostrated with grief. The 
awful news was very sudden and shocked him 
terribly. He is one of Troup county’s solidest 
citizens and commands the respect of all who 
know him. His wife wasa splendid woman 
and the indignation aroused by her foul 
murder isintense. We tender to the bereaved 
husband our sincerest sympathy. 

Mr. Prather’s home is near the village of 
Mountville, about a mile and a half southeast. 
The house is in sight of several neighbors, and 
there were a number of hands working in the 
field only a few hundred yards off. The mur- 
derer went about his work very stealthily. 

The Crime Grows Blacker. 

THE CONSTITUTION correspondent today had 
a conversation with Sheriff Henderson, just 
arrived from the scene. He says the doctors 
testified that the crime of rape was added to 
that of murder. The guilt of the negro ar- 
rested seems to be generally conceded.

BALTIMORE, September 24.—The Manu- 
facturers’ Record of this week contains a 
summary of all new manufacturing enter- 
prises organized in the south since January 1, 
1891, which aggregate 2,472. Reviewing the 
progress of the south for the last nine months, 
The Manufacturers’ Record says: 

The most trying period which the industrial 
growth of the south has ever encountered, and 
doubtless the most trying that it will ever have to 
face, has been that covered by the last nine or ten 
months. It would have been natural for a rapidly 
developing section like the south, where thou- 
@ands of new enterprises were being organized 
or were under construction, to have felt 
the effect

— etting under way when the panic came 

ve been halted, and some have n aban- 
doned, but this has been mainly in the line of de- 
velopment and town companies. 

Manufacturing enterprises in opbration have 
gone along s ily. Banking and general busi- 
néss operations, though somewhat restricted in 
volume, have stood the financial strain remark- 
ably well. Despite the extreme depression in 
ifon, southern furnaces have generally been 
running to their full capacity and making 
some profit. Cotton mills have been busy, and in 
nearly every line of manufacturing there has 
been a steady, substantial gain even during the 
great monetary stringency. 

The way in which the south has stood the strain 
has surprised the financial world, and has mate- 
rially strengthened the confidence of the capitalists 
of the nortu in the great future of this section. 
The panic is passing away; the whole country is 
entering upon a periodof unprecedented pros- 
perity, and in all human probability the next two 
years will be the m active in iudustrial 
advancement in the his of our country. In 
this great activity and prosperity the south will 
undoubtedly share. Its vast resources will com- 
mand the attention of capital; new furnaces and 
steel works will be built; newcotton mills estab- 
lished ; new mines opened; many miles of railroad 
built, and in every branch of its trade and indus- 
tfy new activity will be felt.

The Forsyth Street Bridge. 

The council committee in charge of the 
proposed Forsyth street bridge over the 
railway crossing held a meeting yester- 
day, and the facts and figures concern- 
ing stonework that came before it, when 
taken in connection with the ruling 
low priecs of other materials and work, 
make it plain that it is to the interest 
of the city to receive bids and sign the 
contracts for building the bridge as soon 
as possible. 

The stonework alone can be done now 
for $5,000 less than it would have cost 
a year ago. Iron is just about to rise, 
and we should take advantage of its de- 
pression before it jumps. Altogether, the 
material and work can be engaged now 
for about twenty thousand dollars less 
than the bids of a year ago. 

In view of the expected rise in prices, 
the best thing that we can do is to nail 
our bridge contracts now, without any 
unnecessary delay. The preliminary work 
of surveying, etc., has been satisfactorily 
disposed of, and everything is ready for 
decisive action. 

The imperative necessity of bridging the 
Forsyth street crossing is generally ad- 
mitted. The Broad street bridge cannot 
stand the volume and strain of the travel 
and traffic now forced to go over it for 
want of another highway, and the conges- 
tion endangers life and is a public incon- 
venience. Travel on Forsyth street is ob- 
structed and imperiled by the man trap at 
the crossing. With the new bridge, commu- 
nication between the north and south sides 
of the city will be made easy, and busi- 
ness and real estate will be materially 
benefited. 

There is no one public improvement 
that could be named that would do more 
to advance Atlanta's interests than this 
bridge. The Broad street affair is an in- 
adequate makeshift, and grows more in- 
secure every year. Sooner or later, neces- 
sity will force us to bridge the Forsyth 
street crossing, and, now that we have 
an opportunity to contract for it at the 
lowest possible cost, it will be a waste of 
time and money to postpone action. Let 

us get the enterprise in shape and begin 
work! 


A Bankers’ Convention. | 
The Courier-Journal announces that a 
convention of Kentucky bankers” will be 
held at Louisville on October 2ist and 22d, 
and thereupon. the editor makes these 


timely and interesting remarks: 

A bank is simply a method of combining and 
utilizing the money in the community. More and 
more as banking methods improve, banking cap- 
ital comes from the community that the bank 
seeks to serve. 

Formerly, when banks were organized in Ken- 
tucky, the projectors went to eastern cities for 
stock subscriptions. Now the canvass is made 
among the citizens of its own community, and 
it is becoming more distinctly a co-operative en 
terprise. 

A merchant who owns stock in a bank desires 
to have it succeed, and will, asarule, deposit his 
money with that bank. A bank aims, therefore, 
to have its capital generally distributed in the 

community in which it is located. 

The money thus gathered together in a central 
reservoir is usually loaned outto the merchants, 
manufacturers and builders, to men who wish to 
add something to their savings to buy a bond or 
to finish paying for a house. 

The lenders and borrowers are, therefore, not 
men separate and apart from the community, but 
the constituent elements of any progressive and 
prosperous community. 

Viewed in this light, viewed, therefore, wisely 
and intelligently, a convention of bank man- 

these trustees of the floating active capital 
of a community—is a matter of concern to all 
men who plant crops, who manufacture goods, 
who build houses, who work for wages. 

At first it might appear that nothing is 
added to the capital of a community by 
gathering the savings of this and that busi- 
ness and putting them together in a bank, 
but such is not the case. A high authority 
has said that England owes her commercial 
eminence tothe depositing, habit. Money 
scattered through the country, in nooks and 
corners and stockings, is not a part of the 
active capital of a nation, but deposited in 
banks it swells the active funds of the com- 
munity and immediately becomes a power of 
dynamic force. We have avery ancient and 


very high authority for the value of the 


br habit. The man who buried his 


talent in a napkin was judged an unfaithful 
steward, but the one who gave it to the 
banker and so multiplied his talent was ap- 
proved as a wise servant. The people who 
_ hoard money in uselese idleness require a 
great deal more money than those who are 
educated up to the depositing habit. A 

strong illustration of this was recently given 
in England's recovery from the tremendous 
setback given her by the fallure of the Bar- 
ings. Senator Brice, who has recently re- 
turned from Europe, attributes Great 
Britain ' e rapid regaining of lost ground to

money we have do a great deal more work, 
turn more trades and pay more debts.

telligent man who talks about the finances 


of the country will refer to the elearings 
of banks. Nearly all the cities of any im- 
portance have clearing houses, and the re- 
ports from these are collected weekly and 
consolidated for the information of business 
men. In this way they are able to see the 
volume of business, the size of the demand 
for money, and, comparing these with the 
supply, they may form an intelligent idea 
of the actual condition of the money mar- 
ket. It is strange that in the list of cities, 
which report clearings weekly Atlanta’s name 
does.not appear. There is not another city 
of equal importance in the south which is 
not represented. Richmond, Louisville, 
Memphis, Nashville, Wilmington, Norfolk, 
Chattanooga, Lexington, Birmingham, New 
Orleans, Galveston, Dallas and Houston are 
all there, but Atlanta is not in it. While it 
is probable that no banking institutions in 
the country could show better than those of 
Georgia, our bankers do not seem to be 
keeping up with their neighbors in some re- 
spects. When itis remembered that half the 
cotton crop goes out through the ports of 
New Orleans, Savannah and Galveston, and 
that Savannah comes second on the list, it 
would seem that the volume of business 
in Georgia is too large to be ignored in the 
weekly reports of the clearings of the coun- 
try. Including our other ports, the quan- 
tity of cotton that crossed the Georgia line 
the past year was 1,326,000 bales. Of lum- 
ber and naval stores we export or send to 
other states $18,000,000 to $20,000,000. In 
addition to this and the large volume of 
merchandise and manufactures, we have the 
receipts and disbursements of 5,000 miles of 
railroad within our borders, the total of 
which is not less than $17,000,000. Besides 
this,is the outside business of a railroad sys- 
tem including nearly ten thousand miles 
centering here. With so many large items 
of business it would seem that Savannah 
and Atlanta ought not to be left out of the 
weekly reports, of the clearings of the 
United States. 

There is something for a state convention 
of bankers to talk about in Georgia as well 
as in Kentucky. 


This Is Fair. 

The discussion growing out of Dr. John 
A. Wyeth’s charges of federal cruelty to 
confederate prisoners confined at Camp 
Morton has been rather heated, since the 
appearance of the doctor’s article in The 
Century, but further investigation has 
changed the tone of some of our northern 
contemporaries. 

The Springfield Republican frankly ad- 


mits that Dr. Wyeth’s charges are in the 


main supported by trustworthy evidence. It 
is now satisfied that there was lack of food 
and clothing at Camp Morton, and that one 
Corporal Baker murdered some confederate 
prisoners. The Republican says: 

The result of this examination into one of the 
camps where rebel prison were confined is very 
depressing to those who ‘suppose that the union 
was everywhere liberal, hamane and honorable, 
It is true that the utmost that is charged by Dr. 


“Wyeth, or intimated by any other rumors that are as 


yet but irresponsible, does not begin to parallel the 
horrors of Andersonville. Even this solitary cor- 
poral’s tyrannical and murderous behavior is not 
to be compared with that of the atrocious Wirz. 
But nevertheless, it must be remembered that 
whereas the southern confederacy was driven to 
their last resources to keep their own soldiers 
alive, and the federal prisoners had to fare poorly 
even in comparison, these southern prisoners 
were interned in the United States, a country rich 
in foods and capable of supplying her great 
armies, all her own people, and a great part of 
the demand of Europe at the same time. None of 
the brave soldiers of the south, our brethren 
despite the event of war, should have suffered at 
our hands; and that they did suffer we cannot 
doubt. No brute like this Corporal Baker should 
have been in authority of the smallest sort, nor 
should #uch a person have escaped the extreme 
punishment for his villainy. When Wirz was 
hanged Baker should have been shot. 

War is a horrible thing, as Grant and Sherman 
have said, and war must be waged without mercy, 
for so it is the more quickly ended; but in our 
era it is unpardonable that helpless prisoners 
should be deprived in any degree of food or 
warmth or care or protection that may be reason- 
ably afforded them. Insomuch as the north 
offended in the stress of preserving the union, the 
north must bear the blame for transgression of 
this duty of caring for those at our mercy. An- 
dertzonville is not an excuse for shortcomings at 
Camp Morton or Johnson’s island. 

The reference to Andersonville is dis- 
counted by the admission that the confeder- 
ates were driven to their last resources to 
keep their own soldiers alive. Slowly but 
surely the truth is coming to light. In the 
course of a few years the northern histories 


of the war will be thrust aside or rewritten.

| ARRESTED AND BROUGHT TO ATLANTA 


They Are Charged with Murdering a Negro 
Named Waters—They Claim They 
Shot in Self-Defense. 


J. B. McConnell, marshal of East Point, 
and his brother, L. G. McConnell, deputy 
marshal, occupy a cell in Fulton county 
jail. 

They are charged with murder. 

The grand jury found a true bill against 
them yesterday morning, and in less than 
an hour Sheriff Morrow was on his way to 
East Point with a warrant for their arrest. 
They offered no resistance, and quietly ac- 
companied the officer back to Atlanta. 

The two brothers are charged with the 
killing of a negro man named Charles 
Waters, . 

They are not at all disturbed about the 
matter, and expect to be released from jail 
this morning. 

Last night a reporter of Tue CownstTITU- 
TION visited the men in their cell. 

The elder brother, Mr. J. B. McConnell, 
greeted the visitor cheerfully and readily 
consented to talk about the case. 

Here we are behind the bars, said Mr. 
McConnell, but you can see we are not 
much worried.” 

„How about the shooting of Waters?“ 

Here's the way it happened. Wednes- 
day night two weeks ago the trouble oc- 
carred. It was about 11 o’clock. For a 
long time I had been convinced that 
Waters was operating a blind tiger in his 
blacksmith shop at East Point. The citi- 
zens complained about it, and asked me to 
work up the case; to come to Atlanta and 
get Chief Connolly’s co-operation. I came 
to Atlanta and explained the matter to the 


| chief, who consented to detail two of his 


men—Jim Ethridge and Pool Smith—to 
assist me. These officers went to 
East Point dressed like tramps, 
and called at the shop and 
asked if they could buy some beer. 
Waters and his wife sold them some, 
which they drank on the premises. They 
reported it to me and I resolved to pull 
the blind tiger that Wednesday night. 
One of those men again went to the shop 


and again get some beer I was standing 
near the wall and distinctly saw the 
transaction. 

“He went into the place stagger ing and 
said: ‘By God, I want some more beer.’ 

“The woman, Waters’s wife, went to a 
keg and drew out a glass of beer and 
handed it to him and he gave her a 
dime. 

„As soon as he got his drink he went 
out, and I came in. I had ajpair of hand- 
cuffs in my hand. . Going 
over to where Waters sat I passed four ne- 
groes who were gambling. These fellows 
were well known to me. Their names are 
Jack Nealy, Henry Henderson, Henry Strick- 
land and Ben Ramsay. I did not stop to say 
anything to them; but passed quickly to 
Waters. He did not see me coming. I got 
close to him and threw the handcuffs around 
his wrist, but caught only one of his hands. At 
once he began a furious resistance, and his 
wife and daughter came to his aid. I was 
holding his wrist with one hand and the 
handeuff with the other. Waters whipped 
out a long-bladed knife and tried to 
cut my throat. He came very near 


with pistol in hand. 

I cried out, ‘Lee, shoot now if you are going 
to, or I'Il be killed in a minute.’ 

My brother instantly pulled the trigger. 
The ball struck the daughter of Waters in the 
fleshy part ofthe arm, passed through her 
father’s arm and penetrated his side. 

“The knife dropped from his hand, but he 
continued to struggle. Finally we overpowered 
the man, his wife and daughter, and carried 
them to jail. Early the next morning we 
brought them to Atlanta. I am sorry I did not 
stop to arrest the four negro men who 
were gambling. Had I done so, I and my 
brother would not now be in jail. 

These four negroes went before the grand 
jury and got a hearing, but when I offered to 
go before them and tell my story, and back it 
up with testimony, Solicitor Hill objected, and 
I was not given an opportunity to face my ac- 
cusers.”’ 

“The grand jury heard only one side, sug 
gested the reporter. 

**Yes, I know that, but just as soon as our 
side is heard we will get out.“ 

A few days after Waters was brought to the 
Fulton county jail, he died, and the coroner 
held an inquest over his body. The inquest 
was protracted, lasting through two days, and 

great many witnesses were examined. 
Finally a verdict was rendered which entirely 
exonerated the two McConnells. 

This morning a writ of habeas corpus will 
be sworn out, and the accused will have a 
hearing before Judge Clarke.

He drew a touching picture of the suffering 
wives of the dead triots who defended 
Georgia soil, and said he had first raised his 
voice in favor of giving the money to the 
widows instead of the disabled soldiers. 

Senator Cabaniss said it was the duty of the 
state to take care of the soldiers’ widows. He 
did not want the ate to repudiate the bill 


authorizing the one-hundred-dollar pension. 


The amendment was voted down and Sena- 
tor Walker called for the ayes and nays on the 
question of adopting the one-hundred-dollar 
—— t was adopted by a vote of 29 
to 4.

Beard, Todd, J. P. Walker and 
Ellington. 

The Girls’ Industrial College. 

The next section of the bill to cause a dis- 
cussion was that appropriating $7,500 for the 
Girls’ Industrial school at Milledgeville. 

Senator Glenn was opposed to the appropria- 
tion on the grounds that none of the other 
branch colleges had any appropriations. 

Mr. Glenn was, however, almost alone in 
his views, and he was pounced upon by Sena- 
tor Lane in a good-natured way. nator 
Lane appealed to him in the name of the 
wives and daughters of Georgia to withdraw 
his amendment, and declared that it was evi- 
dent the young senator had no wife, and not 
even a sweetheart. If he persisted in such 
acts as this he would never get one, either. 

Mr. Gienn made a blushing reply in which 
he said it would bea wise thing to cut off this 
college entirely.

Glenn and passed the clause of the bill giving 
the girls’ school $7,500.

The amendment provided that it be 
distributed as follows: Dahlonega $5,000, 
Milledgeville, Thomasville, Hamilton and 
Cuthbert $2,000 each. Also that the money 
should come from the land-script fund 
which now goes to the State university. 

Senator Candler took the floor to explain 
and speak in favor of the amendment. He 
argued that if this $13,000 was taken there 
would still be left in the hands of the trustees 
of the State university $27,000, which he 
deemed sufficient. He argued thatthe branch 
colleges were entitled to this much.

He boards at 380 Decatur street, but was a 
constant visitor to the home of his brother, 
No. 29 Pitman’s alley. He appeared quite 
fond of Evansand his wife, but it was soon 
noticed that his greatest devotion wasto the 
pretty brunette daughter, who, was just devel- 
oping into a remarkably pretty girl.

NEW YORE MARKET, 


THE 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, September 24.—For some time there 
have been uneasy feelings over the course of Gould 
stocks in speculation, they having been sluggish when 
everything else was moving up smartly, and the inten- 
tions of their managers in regard to the upward move- 
ment in prices have come to be regarded with suspi- 
cion, if not with wholesome fear. It began to be noised 
abroad some days ago that the next dividend would 
not be paid, but in view of the prosperous state of the 
bull market, little attention was given to the rumors 
Assertion was made this morning, however, that the 
officials of the company had stated that there would be 
no dividend and the deferring of action on the matter 
was also looked upon as tantamount to the truth of 
this assertion. The announcement caused general 
surprise, and for that time consternation, while imme- 
diate effect upon the Missouri Pacific and the rest of 
the Gould stocks was decidedly demoralizing, and 
while the whole market felt the depressing effect, it 
was surprising how stubborn the resistence to the bad 
break was, and how quickly many stocks recovered 
when given a chance to show the strength of the pres- 
ent upward movement in prices. The Missouri Pacific 
officers were cautious and reticent about giving the 
reasons for not meeting the dividend, but the feeling 
in the street was general that the true cause is that the 
Gould party is not in sympathy with an advancing mar- 
ket. The opening was irregular and excited, and the 
weakness in Missouri Pacific was more pronounced 
at the outset, and 4 per cent was knocked off its price 
within the first hour. The rest of the market was 
dragged down, and while the decline was steady under 
the pressure to sell from the frightened holders and 
the triumphant bears, the resistence in view of the 
nature of the depressing force was remarkable. Over 
400,000 shares changed hands in the forenoon, and after 
that time there was comparative quiet in the market 
with some slight recoveries, although the market re- 
mained feverish throughout. Inthe last hour, how- 
ever, there was a renewal of the depressing influence 
and transactions again assumed enormous proportions 
while prices melted away rapidly. Missouri 
Pacific took a dip and touched 65, against 74 last 
evening, while Union Pacific dropped to 40, and many 
others including Lackawann, showed marked weak- 
ness. Stocks which had throughout the forenoon re- 
sisted. the decline now gave way, and Canada 
Southern fell away 3 percent from its best figures. 
The general feeling on the street is that as soon as the 
first effect of today’s developments is over the rest of 
the market will cut loose from the Gould stocks, as they 
showed today the utmost reluctance to follow them, 
and the upward movement will be continued without 
them; even today this tendency was shown, there 
being large outside buying of such stocks as St. Paul, 
Rock Island, Lake Shore, Wheeling apd Lake Erie pre- 
ferred and Burlington and Quincy. The dealings 
today were almost wholly in Goulds, Villards and 
Grangers, the general list, which Was widely traded 
in, being quiet and comparatively well held. The 
market, however, under continued pressure closed 
very active and weak at about the bottom figure of the 
day. The losses were very material and significant 
among the leading shares, Missouri Pacific showing a 
decline tonight of 954 per cent, Union Pacific 35s, 
Wabash preferred 2%, Cordage 2%;, North American 
and Reading each 25;, Lagkawannp 25s, Canada South- 
ern 24, Atchison and Burlington 2½ and others smalie 
amounts, generally between 1 and 2 per cent.
